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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


THE PAPACY AND THE WORLD WAR. 

Good Friday, 1928, marked the eleventh anniversary of 
America’s entry into the great war. The years that have 
passed have served to modify the bitterness which marked 
the struggle. Books have appeared under the sanction of 
almost every nation, each painting the most favorable pic- 
ture possible of each participant’s moderation and kindli- 
ness. But little attention has been given to the Papacy’s 
efforts to sécure peace. 

“The war. years were years of extraordinary suffering 
and trial for the Papacy. Pitis X, the “Pope of the people,” 
died the day the German army entered Brussels. He had 
seen the clouds of war gathering for a long time, and had 
foretold the outbreak to his secretary, Cardinal Merry del 
Val. When the Emperor of Austria asked for his blessing, 
he replied that he blessed peace, not war. 

In spite of the upheaval following the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, the Cardinals met to elect his successor. The result 
of the election was unforeseen. Cardinal Della Chiesa, who 
had worn the robes of.a prince of the Church only about 
three months, was elected and took the name Benedict XV. 
During the entire eight years of his pontificate he strove by 
every means in his power to Secure peace and to better the 
condition of the unfortunates suffering under the calamities 
of war. He made the Holy See a bureau of charity rather 
than a court of justice.. His spiritual children were fighting 
on both sides of the struggte, and like every war, this war 
was a Sad civil struggle between brothers for him. Though 
preserving strict neutrality, he referred to “our beloved peo- 
ple of Belgium,” and appealed to the invaders not to devas- 
tate the territory they were invading. He denounced, with 
impartiality, the treatment of the Catholics of Galicia by 
the Russian army. Unheard amid the turmoil of war, he in-: 
tensified his efforts to assist the victims. The Apostolic 
Delegate at Constantinople was successful in arranging the 
exchange of British prisoners and the care of Allied graves 
in that sector. Benedict received the tribute of a statue at 
Constantinople, erected by the united efforts of all factions, 
in thanks for his efforts for peace. 

With the entry of Italy into the war, he preserved the 
freedom and neutrality of the Holy See in a situation daily 
becoming more difficult. By a secret pact, the Allies ex- 
cluded him from discussion of the peace terms, which would 
follow the war. His famous Peace Note addressed to the 
fighting nations in August, 1917, was brought to naught by 
the German politician Michelis. This caused the Pontiff to 
withdraw more and more from efforts at a negotiated peace, 
and when peace finally came with the treaty of Versailles, 
the Pope was justly suspicious of its non-Christian basis. 
He sought rather the reconciliation of Europe as a Christian 
family than humiliating terms imposed by victor on van- 
quished. 

The world should not forget the peace efforts of the 
Papacy. She was and remains the one world-power with 
the courage to stand for true peace—peace founded upon 
justice, mutual forebearance, and patriotic brotherly love. 
The thoughtful are coming more and more to realize that 
the nations could have profitably accepted the Papacy’s 
first overtures—for a peace without advantage.

The door of 
the twelfth century has been short- 
ened by a wall, in which a low en- 
trance has been made. 
A flight of forty-eight steps leads 
from the door of the entrance to the 
bottom: of the church. After the first 
twenty-one steps is found a chapel 
on the right dedicated to the parents 
of the Blessed Virgin, St. Joachim and 
St. Anne. A few steps lower there is 
on the left a chapel dedicated to St. 
Joseph. The entrance to the basilica} 
antedates the crusades. The two! 
chapels are the work of the crusaders. 
From that point the church has re- 
tained its primitive aspect. The build- 
ing is in the form of a Latin cross, 
the great branch of which is about 100 
feet long, and terminates at each end 
in a semi-circular apse. At two-thirds 
of its length, towards the west, it is 
crossed by a transept of hbout 60 feet. 
There are no sculptures in the basilica, 
but the walls in the interior were cov- 
ered with paintings. Formerly it was 
also well lighted by several windows. 
Now it is lighted only by lamps. 
In the middle of the eastern wing 
is the glorious tomb of Our Lady cut 
in the rock. For greater honor to 
this sepulchre it was separated by 
the Christians from the rocky mass, 
so as to isolate it on every side in the 
midst of a wide empty space, in im- 
itation of the glorious tomb of Our 
Lord. The venerable sepulchre of 
the Blessed Virgin, which has preserv- 
ed the form given to it in the fifth 
century, is a little edifice with an al- 


a scarcely visible eupola. In the in- 
terior a sort of little bench four, feet 
from the ground fills up the east side 
of the chamber. This wall is entirely 
covered wrote white marble. There 
the virginal veg of Mary was laid. 

Opposite to door opening in a 
side wall to the north is the cha 
of the Syrians, and on the right, 
hind the tomb, the Greek altar, and 
in front of the sepulchre, the Armen- 
ian altar.
